Overeating is another cause that 


he patient can control by his own 
florts. A diet, may be prescribed by 
four physician, but good as it may 
x in quality, it is worthless if too 
large quantities are consumed Too 
tnuch. food brings extra flesh, and 
aigh blood pressure is more com- 
non in overweight individuals than 
nose of-normal weight. 


Most persons who seek advice 


ibout their blood pressure are 
•.hose who are overworked, either 
nentally or physicaDy. Where the 
irain is used extensively, the blood 
•iressnre rises the same as after 
severe physical exertion, and until 
there is rest and relaxation for the 
'.ired body or brain, the pressure 
lends to remain high. If, in addi- 
,'MO to Mvere mental or physical 


exertion, there is emotional strain, 
the blood pressure will be raised f f- 
a considerable length of time. 


Within the last decade the so. 
ject of focal infection has arouse, 
great interest, and though not defi- 
nitely the cause of high blood pres- 
sure, infections in diseased teeth, 
tonsils, nasal sinuses, the gall blad- 
der and appendix must be consid- 
ered as important factors in pro- 
ducing high pressure. 


These centers of infection should 


be removed whenever possible. In 
addition to their relation to high 
blood-pressure, they are detrimental 
to the general health of the body. 


Persistent high blood pressure is 


dangerous. It places more work 
upon the heart, and may weaken 
and damage this vital organ, as the 
heart becomes enlarged and its 
muscles weak. 


In addition, high blood pressure 


may affect the kidneys. Bfight's 
disease and other forms of kidney 
disease are often associated with 
high pressure. Many of the simple 
causes I have mentioned are too 
frequently overlooked by the suf- 
ferer. 


Too much is expected of medi- 


cines, for as a matter of fact very 
little benefit can be derived from 
medicines for the cure of high blood 
pressure. The relief given by medi- 
cines is only temporary. 


Persons with high blood pressure 


require rest and careful attention. 
All excitement and severe exertion 
should be avoided. Mental or physi- 
cal fatigue is dangerous.
